“ joker ”’ relays, with polarized armatures and 
key on each, previously billed by Chandler at $100 
each, suddenly became more expensive and the 
city was compelled to pay $120. __— 

In detiance of the rules:and law governing such 
cases, said Barrett has for years been employed 
and engaged in other occupations and business 
requiring his personal attention. me of these 
are “ The Police Telephone and Signal company,”’ 
“The Chicago and Proviso Electric Railway com- 
pany,” “The Cobb Vulcanite Wird company,” {‘The 
Electrical Reminder company,” and the ““World’s 
Columbian.

Just what sum was paid for'the natural gas 
fields controlled by the Economic is not 
known, but $800,000 is known 'to have been 
paid for the stock of the Columbus Construc- 
tion company, which has done the construc- 
tion work for the Economic.

At first the guests who 
were taking their evening meal in the dining- 
room thought to finish their repast, but the 
smoke and the cries and what ‘practically 
amounted to a panic took away their appetites 
and they fled. ‘

The Revere House was one of the first ho- 
téls built after the fire, and until three years 
ago was run by Charles Fanning. It was 
closed until last October, when it was re- 
opened by R. H. Field. A few months later 
Mr. Field sold a half interest in the house to 
Henry Shomberg of Minneapolis. 

Some Incidents of the Blaze. 

There were 250 guests in the hotel when the 
announcement was made that the hotel was on 
fire, and most of them were at dinner. When 
it became known that the outlook was seriou: 
there was a scramble from the dining-room, 
of which overturned chairs formed an inci- 
dent, all of the half-fed guests making haste 
to get to their:-rooms and save their effects. 
While the firemen were shouting and the 
smoke was pouring through the halls mén and 
women who could reach their rooms hurried- 
ly packed their effects. The servants almost 
without exception lost their effects. Like the 
guests they attempted to save their property, 
but the dense smoke which rolled along the 
corrider drove them back. Many of the

Julius Hess, a gold and silver beater with a 
factory at No. 515 Sedgwick street, found out 
yesterday aiternoon that it doesn’t pay to vio- 
late the law against the importation of alien 
laborers under contract.

Hess had 
had trouble for years with the Gold ana Silver 
Beaters’ Union, and to defeat them sent 
abrvad for workmen. The Union complained 
to George Stilch offthe Immigration Vepart- 
ment, and the arrest and indictment of Hess 
speedily followed. Hess was convicted under 
the old law which provides for only a fine 
after conviction. The present law provides 
both imprisonment and fine.

Enright Murder Case. 

The case of Thomas Burns, charged with 
the murder of William Enright, has just be- 
gun in Judge Clifford’s court. A part of yes- 
terday afternoon was devoted to the securing 
of ajury, and at the adjournment of court 
but four jurors had been accepted by both 
sides. Burns and Enright, up to the night of 
Dee, 31, 1891, had been good friends.

Deputy Coroner Clement yesterday held an 
inquest over the remains of John Sharp, who 
was accidentally shot by R. J. Cope while the 
latter was out sparrow shooting. The jury 
recommended that Cope be discharged from 
the cnstody of the police and that the munici- 
pal ordinance against shooting within the city 
limits be more strictly enforced, especially in 
regard to the shooting of sparrows. As soon 
as the verdict was announced the friends of 
Sharp procured Cope’s rearrest on a warrant 
charging him with a violation of the shooting 


ordinance.

MUST LEAVE THECITY. 


“ PROF.” HARRY ARCHER, MEDIUM, 
AGREES TO GO. | 


Fined $200 by Justice Woodman and the 
Fine Suspended on His FPromise to 
Leave Within Twenty-four Hours—His 
Assistant, Elmer Cole, Fined $50—The 
Former Admits That the Seance Raided 
by Reporters for “The Tribune” Was a 
Fraud, 


“Prof.”” Harry Archer, the materializing 
medium captured Sunday night, yesterday 
afternoon before Justice Woodman and in the 
presence of 100 witnesses confessed that he 
was a fraud, that his manifestations were 
fraudulent, and that each and every “spirit ”’ 
that came from his cabinet was none other 
than himself decked in nightshirt and whisk- 
ers or tresses, as the occasion called for. His ad- 
mission was unequivocal, and that alonesaved 
him from a year’s imprisonment 1n the bride- 
well, , 

Justace Woodman, after listening to the tes- 
timony of half a dozen witnesses; said that no 
deubt covld exist in the mind of any sane 
man that Archer’s man:festations and materi- 
alizations were fraudulent, and thereupon fined 
him $200, imposing a fine of $50 on Elmer 
Cole, Archer’s assistant. Then one of the men 
who took part in the raid appealed to the 
court for clemency because Archer’s wife is in 
a dying condition at Grand Rapids, insisting, 
however, that Archer should acknowledge the 
fraud before any was shown. The prisoner then 
did so, and the Justice staid the fines on 
condition that the prisoners leave Chicago in 
twenty-four hours. They promised to do so 
and were discharged. The robes, wigs, whisk- 
ers, and other paraphernalia captured in the 
raid were confiscated and ordered destroyed. 

The trial of the case, or rather the presenta- 
tion of the prosecution’s evidence, for there 
was no defense, took from 2 until 5 o’clock. 
The court-room at the Desplaines Street 
Station was crowded with spiritualists. 
Nearly every attendant at the séances 
at which reporters for Tur Trisune were 
present occupied seats in the room. Mediuins 
whose business cards appear in the Progres- 
sive Thinker were there, several slate writers 
hovered near the prisoner’s box and offered 
consolation and advice, while the usual cowrt- 
room hangers-on warmed their accustomed 
places on the benches. Archer had a few 
sympathizers present who declared the pro- 
ceedings an outrage, and more than once an- 
nounced that each and every witness had been 
bought up. | 

Took All His Money. 

A young man named Horrigan appeared as 
Archer’s attorney and took every cent—23— 
that Archer and Cole hadias a fee to defend 
them. He was alleged to have told them that 
he could “fix ’’ the matter with Justice Wood- 
man. The Justice’s attention was called to 
the statement and he questioned the.lawyer 
about it, eliciting a prompt denial, Horrigan 
admitted, however, that he|had said he wouid 
try and compromise the case, 

Au opportunity was given Archer before the 
taking of testimony commenced to make the 
adinission he finally did, buf Horrigan pleaded 
**not guilty’’ for him. Assistant State’s-Attor- 
ney Judson F. Going appeared for the prose- 
cution. | 

The first witness was James Keeley, a re- 
porter for Taz Trrvuune. He told what took 
place at the various séances he had attended. 
After telling of the appearance of his sister 
“Jennie”’ at the first séance he described the 
coming of the same sister last Sunday right, 
she appearing that time, however, as “‘ Alice.”’ 
The witness described the unbrotherly manner 
in which he threw his sister to the floor, and 
identified a blonde wig with bangs and curled 
tresses as the one tore from his sister’s, head 
when the light was turned up and it was 
discovered that he had hotj of Archer. 

A snow-white set of whiskers was identified 
as the hirsute ornaments of “‘Spook’’ E. V. 
Wilson, a black set as belonging to Rameses 
II., and the uses of various other paraphernalia 
taken from the cabinet were described. The 
exhibition of Archer’s stock in trade created 


no little amusement, not ‘unmingled with in-. 


dignation on the part of prominent Spiritual- 
ists who were present. Archer’s attorney en- 
deavored toshow that the witness knew he 
was being defrauded, but the witness was 
positive in the statement that he was only 
anxious tosee how many sisters he had in 
spirit life, as he had never been blessed with 
any on earth. 

James Lover was the next witness. He had 
attended five or six of Archer’s séances, and 
he too had been blessed by sisterly visitants 
who had even gone so far as to imprint loving 
kisses upon his brow. Last Sunday night and 
a week previous he had conversed with female 
shades who called him brother, and on the 
last occasion plainly detected the face of 
Archer under the ghostly veil artistically 
draped over a long white shirt. He was pres- 
ent at the exposé, described the entrapping of 
the medium, and identified the wigs and 
whiskers taken from the cabinet, 


Dr. Greer Testifies. 


An excited, plain-spoken, and éarnest wit- 
ness was Dr. Robert Greer of No. 176 La Salle 
street, The doctor has been a practicing phy- 
sician in Chicago for twenty-five years, and is 
a believer in spiritualism, But he is nota be- 
hever in frauds of the Archer stripe and re- 
joices when they are exposed. When the 
**spook”’ priest was entrapped Dr. Greer 
danced up and down with glee and denounced 
Archer in unmeasured terms. Yesterday aft- 
ernoon while on the witness-stand he was a 
little more staid, but none the less excited. 
After shaking his fist in Archer’s face he told 
how he had engaged four seats for last 
Sunday night’s séance, being told by the 
medium that genuine manifestations would 
take place. -He gave his hame to Archer and 
during the sitting a figure came out and called 
od tim, His daughter, who was present, 
said: 

**O, papa, that’s Mary.” : 

“IT got up to meet Mary,” said the doctor, 
“and took her by the) hand. Now I am 
peculiarly gifted as to eyesight and can see 
much more than the average man in the dark. 
When I got close to Mary I saw that man’s 
face (pointing to Archer). When the reporter 
caught him and threw him to the floor I was 
delighted. It cost me$4; but I would nothave 
missed it for $100. He isan infernal impostor, 
one of the feliows who degrade a noble 
science, and should be séverely dealt with.’’ 

The doctor had .a short inning with the 
young lawyer, and got the better of him. A 
subsequent witness patrdnizingly called him 
‘* sonny,’’ which led to a frantic appeal to the 
court for protection. | 

Clinton Sparks and Donald A. Latshaw, re- 
porters for Tue Tripuns, who assisted in the 
capture, added the weigit of their testimony. 
They detailed the incidents of the fight, and 
identified the wigs and whiskers. The prcse- 
cution then rested. 

This gave Horrigan a' chance. He madea 
motion to dismiss, and talked on it and other 
things for tifteen minutes. Assistant State’s- 
Attorney Goings made a brief reply. 

“If the defendants have any testimony to 
introduce they can,” said Justice Woodman. 
‘“‘but mo sane man can doubt that a case of 
fraud has been made out. The evidence is 
direct, overwhelming. | Before the case was 
commenced Archer had’ a chance to confess 
and escape easily. He irefused. Now 1 will 
fine him $200 and Cole $50.” 

The prosecuting witnesses then interceded 
and asked that if Archer would confess the 
fines be suspendea. It went hard, but the 
medium. finally admitted that his whole busi- 
ness was a fraud. Then he was free. 

He will leave for the bedside of his sick wife 
in Grand Rapids today. |

In substance the Rev. Dr. Thomas’ address 
was as follows: . 

Music is one of the many and related forms of 
education that together have made possible and 
so enricnied the high civilization of the present 
that the world would be poorer if, in its march, 
any one of these would be left behind. It might 
be possible for many things to continue without 
music. Legislation, law, medicfne, language, 
literature, science, building, and the thought and 
work of the world might goonif there were no 
musical college, no singers, no players, Yes, 
that mignt be; one cannot certainly say in refer- 
ence to music, as one can in mathematics or 
chemistry. just what it has done, or enabled man 
to do; but this we do know, that music has 
journeyed along with and been a part of the life 
and growth of civilization, and noone can say what 
the werld would have been without it. Music 
has rocked the cradle and blessed the homes and 
giaddened the ears and lightened the toil of each 
generation; it has cheered the lonely, soothed 
the sorrowing, and inspired the worship of the 
millions. It has gone with the solaiers to the 
battle and the mourners to the grave, and mingled 
with all earth’s dreams and ho of heaven. 

it was to Chicago that Dr. Ziegfeld came twen- 
ty-tive yoase ago. And he took hold ofthe great 
task of founding a musical college. From the 
first he aimed high, placed his ideal of culture 
high, he formed about him an able faculty. some 
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of whom have worked with him almost 
from the first, and of  ilate ears he 
has drawn upon the Old orld for 


vther professors. He has had the earnest sup- 
rt of the best people of this city. Students 
ave come from every State of the Giten hun- 
dreds have gone forth to teach, to play, and sing; 
the musical life of the city has been quickened 
and elevated; many poor students have received 
ratuitous instruction, and today the Chicago 
usical College is one of the largest and best in 
America and its great work is fully confessed in 
Europe. 

At the close of his address the Rev. Dr. 
Thomas called for Dr. Ziegfeld, President of 
the college, and presented him with a gold 
medal studded with diamonds. 

Mrs. A. G. Fowler, President of the Alumni 
Association, on behalf of the alumni, present- 
ed Dr. Ziegfeld a silver laurel wreath tied with 
the college colors—silver and blue. Following 
Mrs. Fowler the Rev. Dr. Thomas made a 
short speech and presented Dr. Ziegfela with 
a silver set consisting of 250 pieces, each lined 
with gold. The top of the case containing the 
set was a gold plate inscribed as follows: 

1867. 

DR. AND MRS. F. ZIEGFELD. 
FROM THE FACULTY AND FRIENDS,

Exchange, and that the express motive for the 
suggestion was a belief that the adoption of 
free coinage would place us on a silver basis, 

in which case gold would sell at a high pre- 
mium, the same being 40 to 50 per cent. 


THE CLEVELAND BOLT. 

The midwinter Kodak Hill convention has 
been held. The delegates from New York 
have been instructed to pgescht the name of 
David B. Hill at the Chicago convention as 
New York’s choice for the Presidency. The 
delegates have been instructed to vote as a 
unit the decisions of the majority. The pro- 
testing Cleteland committee was shown the 
door without even the consolation of ordinary 
courtesy. It was told in substance that its 
action was not sincere and therefore could not 
be entertained. It was even intimated in pri- 
vate interviews that the protesters were thore 
to be purchased and that they were not worth 
buying. They were informed that they would 
have protested whether the convention were 
held in midwinter or in midsummer. They 
were notified that the communication sent to 
the State committee by the Cooper Union 
meeting could not be reveived officially by 
that committee and that they might thank 
their stars if they had received individual re- 
plies. And then the State committee unani- 
mously tabled the protest. 

The treatment of the Cleveland protesters 
was not only cavalier, it was brutal. It was 
characterized by genuine Tammany vulgarity 


pathy. It was the teply of the macinne to 
‘“‘alleged’’ Democratic reformers. We say 
“alleged ”’ fpr the reason that these same pro- 
testers and, *eformers have made no protests 
against the crowning crime of Hill in stealing 
the New York Senate, no rebuke of the frauds 
of his heelers at the ballot-box. They accept- 
ed the results of that crime with complacency 
as tending to the advantage of the Democracy. 
Hence there will be little sympathy with 
them in their tearful clamor for fair play, or 
little sorrow for Tainqmany’s brutal rejection 
of their request. Ev) Mr. Cleveland's long- 
time organ is.forced o say: 

It is a striking fact, however, that the first con- 
sequence of Democratic success—the monstrous 
outrage of Hill upon free government in the theft 
of the Senate of the State—did not apparently 
distress the Cleveland wing of the Democracy. 
It was a tremendous blow at fundamental rights, 
acrime against the peopie,. but it was an appar- 
ent party advantage, and not only was no emphatic 
Democratic protest made, no indignation meeting 
called, and no “ revolt” begun against the boss 
whose power the election has confirmed, but he 
was profusely and publicly praised for his great 
services to the party by at least one ofthe leaders 
of the present revolt. It is remarkable that while 
this great offense against the public passed un- 
condemned the call of a State convention in Feb- 
ruary to elect delegates to a national convention 
in June is resented as so flagrant a wrong that 
revolt is justifiable. 

From this point of view the spectacle of the 


reformers taking their gripsacks and going 
home again is ludicrous. Their action before 
they went is, from the same point of view, 
the hypocritical work of malcontents rather 
than the indignant manifestation of virtuous 
reformers. The action of the convention in 
continuing the State Central committee in 
power with authority to fill vacancies in the 
delegation was a notice to them they could ob- 
tain no redress in that quarter. So nothing 
was left for the reformers but to bolt, and 
bolt they did. They have called a State con- 
vention to meet at Syracuse May 21 to choose 
delegates to the Chicago convention, and if 
they are not bought off or driven off they 
will come to this city to make a contest before 
a convention which will be run by a machine. 
Asthe Democratic party is managed on the 
machine plan and never has liked bolters, it 
goes almost without the saying that the re- 
formers will get cold ‘comfort at Chicago. 
There is no prospect now that either faction 
will back down. The fight probably will last 
until next June. The reformers have not yet 
distinctly stated that they will bolt Hill if he 
should be nominated. The chances are that 
they would, for not one of these recalcitrant 
reformers can expect a crumb of patronage if 
Hill should be elected, notwithstanding there 
is not one of them but has condoned Hill’s 
political crime and who would not be glad to 
utilize it for Cleveland’s advantage. 

It is a pretty fight as it stands. New York 
is the first State on the Democratic side to 
express itself, and it is split down the middle. 
Both factions have set up for business. Mean- 
while the Kepublicans may look on with com- 
placency and the mugwumps are placed in a 
quandary. The theft of the Senate sticks‘in 
their crops. Even that great-reformer, Mr. 
Cleveland, who has just been talking political 
morality to.the young men at Ann Arbor, has 
not foand time to denounce it. Perhaps it 
would be superfluous. Whether the Kodak 
convention will be a boomerang remains to 
be seen. Whether David B. Hill will be nom- 
inated also remains to be seen. The only 
thing that seems to be certain is that Cleve- 
land is not ‘in it.” 
THIRTY THOUSAND MEN IN BUCKRAM. 

At the meeting of the Trade and Labor As- 
sem bly Sunday it was stated that 30,000 desti- 
tute men are roaming the streets of Chicago 
seeking employment. After some discussion 
it was decided to petition the Mayor and the 
Council to cancel the present contracts for the 
removal of garbage and ashes, because the 
contractors do not do their work properly, 
and then to proceed to hire the unemployed 
men at fair wages to remove the ashes and 
garbage and clean the streets. It did not 
seem to occur to the petitioners that the city 
has not now, and will not have for some 
weeks to come, any money to spend on street 
cleaning, and that it will not have at any time 
enough to keep an army of 30,000 men at 
work at fair wages. Nor did the petinoners 
reflect that the effect of their proposition 
would be to throw out of a job the working- 
men employed now by. the garbage con- 
tractors merely in order to make room for 
others. 

The most sensible remarks made at the 
meeting were those of George Schilling. He 
said he doubted tne power of the Mayor to put 
men to work. Nor did he believe in putting 
men to work “‘just because they were out of 
work.”’ He objected to any such scheme as a 
property-owner, and would rather make a di- 
rect contribution to support these idle men, if 
necessary, than have them fed in part out of 
the taxes he paid. | 

Mr. Schilling: might have gone a little 
further and asked what evidence the Assembly 
had to show that there are 30,000 men in this 
city who would work if they could, but who 
cannot find any one to hire them and are 
destitute and homeless. Estimates based on 
the number of applications for work made to 
employers are always excessive because the 
same persons call at many places. Further- 
more the presence of 30,000 men, destitute 
and homeless, and hence ready to work for 
any wages, ought to have some effect on the 
labor market, but it does not seem to have 


produced any.

‘Labor Assembly should see if they cann 


take a little census and find out about how 
many men there are who are really hunting 
for work and cannot got it. Such investiga- 
tions when made elsewhere have shown that A 
majority of the unemployed would not work 
if they could, tor they do not like labor. It 
has been shown also thata large percentage 
of the unemployed have unfitted themselves 
for labor by their habits, chiefly by excessive 
drinking; that if they got places they could 
not keep them because of their own miscon- 
duct. There are aiways some good men, who, 
through no fault of their own, are out of 
work, and who do not seem to have that knack 
of getting employment which others possess, 
but they are the minority of the unemployed. 
A census of Chieago would reveal the fact 
that many of the men in that alleged army of 
30,000 unemployed are those who despise the 
idea of work, and that many more are men 
broken down by drink and unable ‘to do B 
fair day’s work for a day’s pay. Surely the 
members of the Trade and Labor Assembly 
are not in favor of squandering the money af 
the taxpayers on such worthless individuals. 
There are no 30,000 destitute and homeless 
men in this city able to work, sgeeking honest- 
ly for work, and yet undble to findit. | 


THE NATIONAL EXPENSE ACCOUNT. | 

The National Treasury balance gradually is 
dwindling away, which indicates that, the 
present revenue income is scarcely sufficient 
to defray the appropriated expenditures, in- 
cluding the nearly 50 millions of the sinking 
fund. ‘The pension expenses meanwhile are 
rising rapidly. Gen. Raum demands for the 
next yearnearly 150 millions. This year the ap- 
propriation is about 119 millions, and by July 
1, 1892, the end of the fiscal year, there wil 
be a large deficiency to make up. | 

The Dependent Pension bill, as interpreted 
by Gen.'Raum and the herd of pension law- 
yers ana claim agents, means a pension for 
every; man not already drawing one, who 
served thirty days or more, whether he fired a 
shot or not. Any such person who will take a 
perfunctory sort of oath that he needs the 
money is put on the rolls, and they are com- 
ing forward with alacrity at the rate of about 
1,000 per day. There are now over 850,000 
persons drawing pensions. By the close of 
the fiscal year there will be over 900,000. The 
census returned over 1,200,000 men living in 
1890 who had served more or less, and as fast 
as they die their widows replace them on the 
rolls, Hence there will be an increasing ex- 


penditure for pensions until it reaches the. 


maximum of about 200 millions three or four 
years hence, at which period it- will begin to 
decrease slowly, and by the year 1900 it may 
not exceed 185 or 190 millions. 

In the meantime how is this enormous sum 
to be raised each year? The first step towards 
it should be the indefinite suspension of the 
sinking fund, which will leave about 50 mill- 
ions per annum to be applied to the pension 
expenditure. This will help out. No4 per 
cent bonds will be due before 1907, fifteen 
years hence. Nonecan be purchaséd except 
at a heavy premium. In 1907 these bonds can 
be extended at 2 or 2)¢ percent, which ip 
cheaper to the taxpayers than to take their 
working capital now to pay bonds, as the 
premium is reckoned by the holders on the 
basis of about 24¢ per cent interest. | 

The Democrats have kept up an incessant 
clamor about the Billion-Dollar Congress, 
How much less in the dollar line will the 
Fifty-second be, notwithstanding its huge 
Democratic majority? Has it started off, not- 
withstanding Holman’s cheese-paring and its 
economical resolutions, in a manner which in-+ 
dicates any real reduction in expenditures? 
Under the silly pretense of improving naviga- 
tion the Senate committee already has report- 
ed in favor of spending $15,000,000, or rather 
sinking that amount in the alluvial mud of 
the Mississippi River. In the meantime the 
raiJroads have run away with the steamboat 
business and will continue doing so more and 
more every year. Scarcely a boat is seen 
nowadays at St. Louis and very few above 
Memphis. Most of this money will be thrown 
away upon the building of alluvial levees in 
the vain attempt to protect plantations in 
Mississippi, Arkansas, and Louisiana from 
the ravages of the spring floods. There are 
numerous other appropriations coming up 
from the South for the so-called improvement 
of rivers and bayous which will not be neg: 
lected by the Democrats, as there are votes be- 
hind them. Lhey will cut down on the appro- 
priations for Indian education, for Sioux and 
Arapahoes don’t vote, but wherever votes are 
to be had or wherever there is danger votes 
may be lost, there will be the appropriations. 
They will continue to denounce fhe Billion 
Dollar Congress, but they will appropriate that 
amount and probably more. They will as 
sume virtuous indignation and swear savagely 
at the *‘profligate ’’ pension bills, but they 
will neither repeal nor modify them, nor will 
they reduce the rising flood of pension ex- 
penditures a singie doliar, There are votes 
behind this business. To lose votes means to 
lose the opportunities of officehoiding, and as 
officeholding is the alpha and omega of 
Democratic aspiration and the chief end of 
Democratic existence no one need fear that 
the Democratic House majority will cut off a 
single dollar that would imperil a single vote, 
Hence the outlook is not an encouraging one 
The Fifty-second Congress will exceed the 
Fifty-first in expenditures unless something is 
done, The first step should be to suspend the 
useless sinking fund, as the money is more 
needed for pensions, which will not be abated 
one dollar, than for premiums to bondholders, 
It is not improbable, indeed, that Congress 
may add to the burden with fresh pension leg- 
islation, not to mention legislation of other 
kinds. It will be expected that this Demo. 
cratic majority will be as generous as it is 
huge, wherever votes are in’ sight. |

COST OF PRODUCTION OF GOLD AND 
roay SILVER. 
Mr. Bland says in his free coinage report: | 
Again it is said we give the silver miner at our 
mints $1 for bullion that costs only 41 cents with- 
out/hesitating a moment to reflect that the gold 
miner, as is often done, extracts five ounces 4 
day in gold that we coin into $100 when his day’s 
wages are worth only $3 or $1, thas converting his 
Pp uct that costs but $4 into money of $100. 
r. Bland endeavors to ¢onvey the im- 


pression that it costs but the labor of one day 
to extract a hundred dollars’ worth of gold, 
There have been cases where men have 
stumbled on nuggets worth many thousan 
of dollars, but when Mr. Bland attempts to 
intimate that ‘it is the rule for five ounces af 
gold tw be produced for three or four dollars’ 
worth of labor he commits himself toa ridicu- 
lous falsehood, the folly of which is plain to 
all who will stop to think. 

The amount of labor which was expended 
on the American gold output of last year 
would have produced; if expended on silver, 
two pounds of that metal for every ounce of 
gold taken out of the earth. Every gold dol- 
lar-in the world has cost in the preliminary 
search for it, and in the labor used up in ob- 
taining it, not less than a day’s work. If Mr. 
Bland’s statement wera correct gold-mining 
would pay far greater returns on capital in- 
vested than any other business. It is knowh, 
however, that such is not the case, and that 
taking the mines which do not pay along with 
those which do, and including the capital ig 
retrievably sunk, as well as that which is pay- 
ing dividends, large or small, the business of 
producing gold is not an extraordinarily 
profitable one. | 

The improvements in the methods of d 


‘ti 


fractory that up toa few years ago it was be- 


lieved nothing coul be done with them 
are now treated successfully and giving rich 
returns. The primitive methods of mining 
which obtained inf Mexico and South America, 
two of the great silvér producing sections of 
the world, are being replaced by modern proc- 
esses, the result being an increased output of 
silver ata reduced dost. At present in the 
United States it does not take more than half 
the capital and labor to produce a pound or 4 
ton of silver that it did when Germany partly 
demonetized that metal nineteen years ago. 

' This cheapening of! the cost of production 
has pulled down the price of silver. The 
same cause has lowered the price of hundreds 
of other commodities. Cheap as silver is, how- 
ever, the capital invested in the business pays 
a fair profit. Hence the mine Owners have no 
cause for grumbling. The cheapening of the 
cost of producing silver has increased the out- 
put and will continue to do so. 

Yet Mr. Bland wishes the United States, be- 
cause it has 65,000,000 people and 3,000,000 
square miles of land, to! bid defiance to these 
facts and legislate just as it did when the same 
amount,of labor was required to produce an 
ounce of gold or about sixteen ounces of sil- 
ver, and because such a proposition would be 
a self-evident absurdity he endeavors to de- 
ceive the public as to the cost of production of 
gold, and to persuade the people that the 
coinage of gold. gives it a value twenty-five 
times greater than the actual cost of produc- 
tion. : | 


SENATOR HILL AS A TRIMMER. 

The speeches of Senator Hill are always in- 
teresting because th¢re is sure to be some- 
thihg new in them. ‘He is not one of those 
inen who offer to their customers the same 
stock of goods on every occasion. He rather 
endeavors to have something new on hand to 
attract purchasers who did not seem to be 
pleased with his old wares. There are certain 
stock expressions which may. be looked for in 
all his orations. The Republicans are always 
described as “‘autocrate and piutocrats’’ and 
the Democrats as “ the friends of the people,’’ 
but when he deals with such questions as the 
tariff or silver he is ‘always charming, always 
new.’’ 

At the farewell banquet given him at Al- 
bany Dec. 31 he said: 

Mills bills, Morrison bills, single bilis, general 
bills, repeal bills, all alike, are sure to be halted 
at the Senate threshold and slaughtered in com- 
mittee. . . Demand repeal of the two McKin- 
ley laws. No smallissues, no untimely issues, no 
other issues. Grapple to undo the work of the 
billion Congress. Put the tariff laws back where 
they stood before 188%. Demand this and demand 
nothing but this. |. | 

He wanted no small Springer bills for free 
wool, free binding twine, and free cotton ties. 
He wished only theirepeal of the McKinley 
law and the réstoration of the tariff of 1883. 
This proposition did not take. It was de- 
nounced furiously by most of the Southern 
Democratic papers.| Hence Mr. Hill, “* whose 
aim isto please,’ has modified his position 
and in his speech ito the convention he 1in- 
dorsed the Springef# policy he had repudiated 
a month and a half; before. He indorsed the 
free wool bill in warm terms and said— 

Abolish whenever you can, one after another, one 
indefensible tax at ai/time. This is true progress. 
Let us rejoice, The Senate and the Executive 
may now refuse the least as they refused the larg- 
est measure of tariffireform. But of the future of 
our cause we may now feel better assured. 

At the same time that the Senator mixed a 
little more tariff refofm in his politics he ex- 
plained that President Cleveland was not the 
inventor of the article, and stated that the 
famous message of the fatter of 1887 was but 
Secretary Manning’s message of 1886 ** writ 
large.”’ Politician’ are always ready to rob a 
living rival to enri¢h a dead one. 

Mr. Hill is a little more of a tariff reformer 
than last year, in order to cut under Cleveland 
and becayse he thinks it will strengthen him 
in the West and South. How does he stand 
now as to silver?; In his Elmira speech Jast 
fall he was equivocal, but what he said might 
be interpreted as leaning toward free coinage. 
Thinking he had) gone a little too far, he 
backed water in his farewell banquet speech. 
The silver platform he laid down then was to 
demand the repeal. of the Sherman law and 
the reénactment of the Bland law, but not to 
pass a free coinage bill. While asking for the 
repeal of the Sherman law he did not attack 
it.. Day before yesterday he spoke of it thus: 

The Sherman Silver law now transforms the 
Federal coinage power of silver and gold into an 
instrument for the gradual expulsion of our gold, 
for the establishment of an exclusive basis, and 
for the permanent redaction of every American 
dollar by 30 per cert or more below the level of 
its true value during the whole period of our free 
bimetallic coinage from 1792 to 1873. Shall such 
a law stand? 

He did not renew his recommendation not 
to pass the free coinage law and to reénact 
the Bland law. He had seen a strong'senti- 
ment in his party in favor of free coinage, and 
he did not wish to antagonize it. A month 
hence he may have a little more light on the 
subject and will express himself more clearly, 
being careful to take that side of the question 
which seems at the moment to be the popular 
one. 

The fact that Senator Hill has no beliefs or 
principles is a great momentary advantage to 
him. It costs hithi no twinges of conscience 
to change his position and to praise today 
what he condemmed yesterday. But that 
pleasing versatility does not prosper in the 
long run. Sooner or later these shifting 
statesmen are forced to take a positive posi- 
tion. Generally they select the wrong one and 
come to grief. The greatest successes in 
American politic$’ have not been won by the 
trimmers. 


; Tue St. Louis Globe-Democrat says that the 


United States Senate has— 

More than once served the purpose of arresting 
vicious political tendencies and defeating dan- 
gerous projects of legislation on the part of the 
House. There is no ground for believing that it 
would be improvédin character or usefulness if 
it should be elected by a direct popular vote; on 
the contrary, it would probably deteriorate in 
every respect. 

Please give some of these vicious political 
tendencies and these dangerous projects of 
legislation and explain why a Senate elected 
by the people would not have arrested and de- 
feated them as wéll as a Senate chosen by 
members of Legislatures elected by the peo- 
ple. The Globe-Democrat says that the Sen- 
ate would deteriorate in every respect if its 
members were elected by the popular vote. 
Will it give the names of the present Senators 
who could command an election from Legis- 
latures but who could not get a nomination in 
a State convention so that the public can’ form 
an idea whether the Senate would lose much 
by losing them? 
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Senator Teter of Colorado says: “ The 
free coinage of silver would add to the value 
of Colorado’s output of silver not less than 
$8,000,000 per year.”” That is, the cost of pro- 
duction remaining the same, the mine-owners 
of the State would make profits $8,000,000 
greater than now on the some investment of 
capital, As they make a moderate profit on 
their output at present their gains would be 
pleasingly excessive. 

But if free coinage would add 30 per cent t3 
the value of the ‘silver product of Colorado it 
would also increase that of the silver of Mex- 
ico, South America, and Australia, and of the 
coined silver of the world, for it is the in- 
tention of the Sdnator that the United States 


mints shall be open to the silver of all coun. | 


If the demand for silver were to increase 
enormously and suddenly there would be a 
sharp advance in its price. That would stim- 
ulate production, and the price would fall 


‘again, till it was almost as low as before. The 


quantity of silver’ which the United States 
standing alone could use for monetary pur- 
poses would be so small a part of the total 
stock and product of the world that no effect 
would be produced on the value of that metal. 
It would be fis reasonable to expect a call for 
a few extra barrels of flour to put up the value 
of the world’s wheat crop. Free coinage by 
the United States alone would not add a cent 
to the value of the product of the Colorado 
mine-owners, but they would have their share 
of the misery and ruin which free coinage 
would bring upon the country. 


Tux Massachusetts mugwumps have had a 
conference and resolved unanimously that if 
the Democrats nominate Hill for President 
they will vote for the Republican nominee.

Death of Sir Henry Cotton. 


The Rt.-Hon. Sir Henry Cotton, D. C. L., 
Q. C., late Lord Justice of her Majesty’s Court 
ofAppeals, died today. : 

{Sir Henry Cotton was born at Leytonstone 
May 20, 1521, and educated at Eton, where he was 
Newcastle scholar in 1838, and at Christ Church, 
Oxford, where he took his bachelor’s degree in 
Michaelmas term, 1842, obtaining a second class 
in the school of litere humaniores and a first 
class in mathematical honors, He was ealled to 
the barat Lincoln’s Inn in January, 1846, and 
having gained a large practice as a chancery bar- 
rister he obtained a silk gown in December, 1366. 
He was appointed in June, 1877, to succeed Sir 
George Mellish as one of the Lord Justices of Ap- 
peal of the High Court of Judicature, and he re- 
ceived the honor of knighthood and was sworn of 
the Privy Council in the following month. In 
1890 Sir Henry Cotton retired. e married in 
1853 Clemence, yocngest daughter of the Rev. 
Thomas Streatfield of Chart’s Edge, Kent. }

HOW BARILLAS CRUSHES OPPOSITION. 


Stories Against the President of Guatemala 
—Did He Murder Enriquez? 
[SPECIAL CABLE. | ; 

Saw SAtvapor, Feb. 23.—The shooting of 
Gen. Miguel Enriquez at Zacopa, Guatemala, 
the other day has created a great deal of bit- 
ter comment here and started stories discred- 
itable to President Barillas. The account 
sent out by the Guatemalan authorities was to 
the effect that Enriquez was one of the most 
prominent Conservative candidates for the 
Presidency, organized a revolt against the 
government, was defeated, and shot’ as a 
traitor. Widely different is the report that 


has reached this city from the opponents ind 


Guatemala of the present.administration. It 
is alleged by them that President Barillas 
bore a personal spite toward Enriquez, 
and in revenge issued _ secret orders 
that he be ahot at =his hacienda 
under the pretext that he was at the head of a 
revolutionary faction. ‘l'wo brothers of Gen. 
Enriquez, however, Were informed of what 

ad been done, and, realizing that no time 
was to be lost, fled and joined him. They 
armed all the servants on the hacienda with 
shotguns and revolvers and resolved to sell 
their lives dearly. The government troops 
soon arrived upon the scene, and to their sur- 
prise met with a most desperate resistance. 
A regular battle -followed. Gen. Enriquez, 
his two brothers, and two servants were killed 
and three more of their little party wounded 
before the building in which they were in- 
trenched was carried by the troops. 

How gallantly the Enriquez people fought 
is shoWn by the Joss of the government forces 
of two officers and the killing or wounding of 
eleven soldiers. It is also rumored here that 
it would be not unexpected if Barillas should 
dispose of all the Presidential candidates in 
the same way, including Gen. Reina Barrias.

Is an African Pigmy Now in Egypt 
and Is Wanted for the World’s Fair. 
Carro, Feb, 12.—Chaillee Long, who is here, 
and who claims to be the first discoverer of the 
African pigmies, is much elated over a find 
which he believes will establish his title be- 
yond a_ peradventure. It may be remem- 
bered that he claimed, when with Gordon 
and his staff in the Soudan in 1875, to have dis-

DYNAMITERS IN PARIS. 


Three Hundred and Sixty Houses Searched 
—Few Cartridges Found, 


Parts, Feb. 23.—The French police pretend . 


to be on the track of a gang of dynamite con- 
spirators preparing for May day. The police 
connect this conspiracy with a récent robbery 
of seventy-five pounds of dynamite from the 
Sine stone quarries. Early this morning, under 
a ministerial order, domiciliary visits were 
miade to all suspected houses. Altogether 360 
houses were searched. Only a few of the miss- 
ing cartridges were obtained, most of which 
were found in the lodgings of a} man named 
Borgier, who is known to be an Anarchist. 
When questioned Borgier declared that he 
knew nothing whatever about the cartridges. 

The Journal des Debats says that the Pre- 
fecture of Police has information that the 
cartridges were designed to blow up the Span- 
ish Embassy in Paris in order to avenge the 
recent execution of four Anarchists in 
Xeres. : | 

Death of a Prominent Catholic Prelate. 

Cardinal Gaspard Mermillod, Bishop of 
Lausanne and Geneva, died today. 


{Bishop Mermillod, who was appointed Car- 
dinal about, two years ago, was born at Carouge, 
near Geneva, in 1524, became an ec¢lesiastic at an 
early age, and ip 1546 was parish priest of Geneva. 
There he displayed remarkable! activity, was 
mainly instrhmental in raising e Chureh of 
Notre Dame, which was opened in/1857, and ob 
tained great influence at Rome on account of bis 
zealand rare eloquence. In 1864 he was con- 
secrated Bishop of Hebron ahd appointed 
auxiliary to the Bishop of Lausanne and Geneva 
as Vicar-General. 

In 1873 Pius IX. nominated him Vicar Apostolic 
of Geneva, which was thus separated from the 
Diocese of Lausanne. This act wak considered as 
the creation of a new Nicrershtont office in the 
canton without the consent of thp government. 
Consequently Feb. 17 the Bishop was exiled, 
and it was added, “this decree is to hold good so 
long as the person elected shall not declare to the 
Federal Council, or to the Government of Geneva, 
that he renounces the function conferred upon 
him contrary tothe decisions of! the Cantonal 
and Federal authorities.” a 

For ten years. Bishop Mermilléd was absent 
from his flock, yet ever active inihis zealous la- 
bors for the Catholic faith in France, in Rome, 
and in other parts of Europe, beiig regarded as 
one of the most eminent prelates of the Roman 
Church. In 1879 Leo XIII. settled the dispute by 
appcantsany te new Bishop of Fpene P pare re a 
also Bishop of Geneva, Dr., Merniillod retaining 
only the title of Bishop. Cardinal) Mermiilod has 
published numerous sermons, cénferences, dis- 
courses, and other works on theological sub- 
jects. | ;

SPANISH FLOODS INCREASING. 


Enormous Damage Already Done in South. 
ern Spain—Malaga Suburbs Flooded. 

Mapzip, Feb, 23.—The snow in Spain, soft- 
ened by the storms, is rapidly | melting, with 
the result that the floods in the Provinces of 
Granada, Malaga, Almeria, and Cordova are 
increasing. Already enormous damage has 
been done to all kinds of prdperty, and it is 
feared that unless the waters fapidly subside 
the loss will be incalculable, The Town of 
Adra, sixty miles southeast jof the City of 
Granada, noted for its lead mimes, is_ threat- 
ened with inundation. Parts of Induja and 
Huelin, suburbs of the City pf Malaga, are 
flooded, and ail the country sUrroundi the 
Town of Velez Malaga, on the River Velez, 
fourteen miles northeast of Malaga, is inundat- 
ed. Velez Malaga is situated in a fertile valley 
at the foot of a rao mountain and the 
country is particularly liable {to floods when 
the snows melt rapidly in the mountains.

RESEMBLES THE SCHNEIDER CASE. 


Fritz Erbe and His Sweetheart Allured 
with Promises and Robbed Servant Girls. 
Bexux, Feb. 23.—The police of Magden- 

burg,'a large town seventy-six miles from this 

city, are instituting an inquiry into a series of 
murders of servant girls, information of which 
they have only recently obtained. 

The crimes are of a most cold-blooded 
character and give evidence of the brutal and 
depraved nature of the persons who are ac- 
cused. of having planned and carried them into 
execution. These murders resemble in most 
of their horrible details the startling list of 
murders which were not long ago unearthed 
in Vienna, in which city a man named Franz 
Schneider and his wife, by means of decoy 
advertisements calling for servants, lured a 
largeinumber of girls to their residence. 

As in the Vienna murders, their later crimes 
seem to have been instigated for the purpose 
of robbing the girls who were inveigled to 
their fate by means of bogus advertisements. 

The prisoners who are charged with the 
murders in Madgeburg are @ man _ named 
Fritz Erbe and his fiancée, Dorothy Buntrock, 
and gince their arrest enough. evidence has 
been 'collected by the police to implicate them 
in the mysterious disappearance of several 
servant girls who while seeking employment 
were suddenly lost sight of by their relatives, 

Agam®, as in the Vienna case, the suspicions 
of the authorities were aroused by the disap- 
pearance of a certain one of the victims, and 
the investigation which followed revealed a 
series of foul crimes. Erbe and the woman 
Buntrock were arrested on suspicion of having 
murdered a servant named Kasen. Accord 
to the evidence produced by the authorities at 
the examination of the accused couple, both 
assisted in the work of decoying Emma Kasen 
to her terrible fate, inducing her to visit the 
place they had selected for the commission 
of the murder on pretense of furnishing her 
with: a fine situation at a large  sal- 
ary, the intended victim | faili into 
the hands of the murderers without the least 
thought of the desigus they had against her 
life. | Since the arrest of Erbe and his com- 
panion the police have been making a diligent 
and systematic inquiry into their antecedents, 
and they have discovered that the couple also 
decoyed and murdered another girl, named 
Dora Klasses, by thesame means employed 
in the murder of Emma Kasen. The authori- 
ties are not satisfied that they have unearthed 
allthe crimes committed by the prisoners, 
and they are still prosecuting their investiga- 
tion into the matter. 

The scheme of the conspirators for luring 
their victims always tock the form of an ad- 
vertisement calling for the services ofa girl 
to act as companion to a wealthy lady. When 
the pone descended upon the culprits the 
clothing ot the murdered girls was found in 
their possession and will be used as evidence 
against the prisoners when they are brought 
to trial. 

Dorothy Buntrock has broken down and 
made a confession to the police, ‘in which she 
described the manner in which the murders 
were committed. She admits leading the girls 
toa wood where Fritz was waiting to spring 
upon them, and where, after his bloody work 
was finished, the victims were robbed of their 
clothing and money or valuables in their pos- 
session and their bodies were hidden in a spot 
where it was not likely they would be discov- 
ered; The affair has caused a sensation in the 
vicinity of where the murders were committed,

My wife soon tired of this, however, and the 
summer had not far advanced before the doctor 
found it necessary for her to goto St. Moritz in 
the sony nr ag I thought she would be safe there, 
for we both knew a number of people. Soon after 
she had gone I received a letter from her which 
said curtly that life was becoming unendurable 
between us, but she. never mentioned M., Abeille, 
I again wrote her, and put the whole thing plain- 
ly, asking her to stop seeing M, Abeille. She re- 
oop in general terms, saying | had injured her 

y incautious remarks, and had not contributed

ures. 

Then my wife wrote saying she was gding to the 
North Italian lakes. About the same time I 
ceived a letter from a lady at Greve who had 
seen my wife and M. Abeille together.

Put Detectives on His Wife’s Track. 


After alittle while another curious incident 
arose about a portrait by the Belg‘an artist Wau- 
ters, to whose studio you sayalot of Parisians 
are now daily flocking to gaze upon a present- 
meut of my wife’s pretty face. I have ay tele- 
graphed my agent in Paris asking him to puta 
stop tothis. Ithink I have a right to do so, 
though the portrait was not ordered or paid for 
by me. It was during the sitting appointed for 
this artist that I had detectives watch Mrs. Dea- 
con. These detectives traced her once or twice 
to a place near the Arc Triomphe, where she took 
* dejeuner’’ with a gentleman who was M. Abeille, 
and then drove off in a suspicious manner. 
then found her going regularly to No. 12 Rue 
Pontievre after sitting for the artist, and in this 
building wey discovered that an apartment had 
been rented by Abeille, who met her regularly. 

This went on up to the time of her departure 
for Cannes and a few evenings before that she 
proposed that we have a quiet afternoon together 
and invite M. Abeille. I objected to this and or- 
dered a butler to tell any callers that madame 
was not receivi My wife interrupted me and 
said: * But I will see M. Abeille.”” I said: ** You 
won't.”” To which shereplied: **I will, and he is 
here now.”’ 

At this I took up a stick and said: “If he is 
here now he'll get out quick,” and ran into the 
next room, but did not find him there. 

My wife meanwhile ran out of the opposite 
door, although she was dressed only in a light 
tea gown, but threw her cloak over her shoulders 
and rushed down-stairs.

wounded rat. He has small black eyes, such as 
rats have. He looked at me pigintively and I 
then felt pity for the poor devtl/for he seemed 
to be ying with fright. then went 
into the corridor and_é said: 
for the doctor and bring a policeman.” 
servants did not go, but ran to the assistance of 
Abeille. The idea then strnck me, for I was as 
cool as could be all through the affair. I 
am an old soldier and my comrades 
in war told me _ that wherever there | 
was a warm corner 1 was in it cool as possible.

ELECTRIC LIGHT ASSOCIATION SESSION. 


President Huntley Says It Must Come to 
Chicago the Next Time—The Discussions, 
Burrawo. N. Y., Feb. 23.—The fifteenth an- 

nual convention of the National Electric 
Light Association began here today. 
Presicgent Huntley delivered his annual ad- 
dress. He spoke of the great problem of 
transmitting electrical power from Niagara 
Falls and reviewed the electrical progress of 
the year. He also said: 
It is important that we should interest our- 
selves in the World’s Fair. I surely do not exag- 
gerate when I say that every patriotic New-Yorker 
wishes Chicago the biggest kind of success in her 
great undertaking. It is not only our duty but 
it will be a source of great pleasure to contribute 
to the importance and sgccess of the Expositiop 
we ought to meet in Chicago next year. We must 
go there in a body. The Chicago Electric club is 
ready to take care of us, the wbole city has a wel- 
come for us, and the electric exhibit will be the 
finest the world has ever seen. 

The California Electrical Society sent a 
pressing invitation to hold the next conven- 
tion in San Francisco. Referred to the Exe- 
cutive committee. 

The subject under discussion was under- 
ground conduits and conductors. 

M, J. Francisco of Rutland, Vt., said: 

With very few exceptions the systems hereto- 
fore adopted have proved failures. it is possible 
to make a success of underground conduits, but 
to win success there must be great care used; 
first-class work and first-class material. 

The expense of conduits and underground 
cabies is so heavy that they cannot be adopted in 
a few of the lafger cities thickly settled, and then 
the electric light company adopting it must be 
paid a higher price for service, or eventually the 
company would be bankrupted by the expense 
and loss entailed, 

General Manager Wilmerding of the Arc- 
light and Pewer company of Chicago said he 
thought Mr. Francisco was pessimistic, as in 
Chicago good results had been obtained. Mr. 
Wilmerding said that underground work was 
practicable. The tinancial consideration was 
quite another matter. It was perfectly true 
that underground wire increased the cost of 
electric hghting, so much so that in small cities 
of 200,000 population and‘under it was entirely 
ini practicable. 


ONE MORE INDUSTRIAL SUBURB. 


An Fastern Syndicate Has Bought the 
Beecher Stock Farm and Adjacent Cands, 
Another industrial town has been projected 

on the line of the Chicago and Eastern I[lh- 
nois railroad. It isto include within its lim- 
ita the country town of Beecher. The F. 38. 
Mordaunt company, acting for an Eastern 
syndicate to be known as the Beecher cé@in- 
pany, has purchased the Beecher stock-farm 
of 875 acres located at Beecher, LIL, thirty- 
five miles from Chicago, on the Eastern Lili- 
nois railroad. In addition to this 600 acres 
adjoining this have been secured. The price 
paid for the total tract is $150 an acre. The 
land was bought by T. L. Miller, the seller, 
soon after the fire at from $5 to $18 an acre. 

The purchase includes ail the unsold Icts in 
the Town of Beecher. ‘The tract purchased is 
weil improved and was headquarters for years 
for one of the finest herds of Hereford cattle 
in the United States. It is ten miles south of 
the Cook County line and twelve miles south 
of the junction of the Chicago and Eastern 
Illinois and the Elgin, Joliet and Eastern 
railroads. 

The purchasing company will float $500,000 
in bonds, of which $350,000 will be used inim- 
provements and in bonuses to manufacturers.

HITCH IN THE DEAL. 


DRAINAGE TRUSTEES , AND CITY 
OFFICIALS DISAGREE. 


A Proposition That the Municipal Govern- 
ment Abdicate Control of the Bridce- 

rt Pamping-Works and Pay the 
Saas for Improving and Operating 
Them—New Pumps Made Impossible 
This Year—Prendergast Has Cooley on 
" the Spit in Court. 


There is likely to be a hitch in the negotia- 

tions between’ the Drainage Board and the 

city officials in reference to the raising of the 

canal banks and the canal pumping works. 

Attornery Goodrich will present an'opinioga as 

to the powers of the Drainage Board in rela- 

tion to the whole husiness at today’s meeting 

of that body. The substance of this opinion 

has been already set forth. Thereupon a 

proposition will be made. The Drainage 

Board will offer to take entire charge of the 

Bridgepurt pumping works, to put the pumps 

in good repair and to increase their capacity, 

to raise the canal banks so as to take care of 

80,000 cubic feet of water per minute, and to 

operate the pumps on the condition, however, 

that the city shall pay an annual sum of 

money, about $50,000, for the maintenance of 

the same, : 

Mr. Cooley will seek to have this proposi- 

tion, which will probably be offered by Mr. » 
Eckhart, modified so as to provide that the 

canal of enlarged capacity shall not be fully 

used until the Drainage Board has let con- 
tract for the construction of part of the chan- 
nel, . 

The city’ authorities will doubtless object to 

the surrender of the Bridgeport pumping 

works, though they may agree to abdicate 

control of them in order that the Sanitary 
Trustees may be given an opportunity to do 
something towards the improvement of the 
condition of the district in a sanitary way. 

The city.authorities will undoubtedly object 
to paying the Drainage Trustees an annual 
price for operating the works. Ald. Kent, a 
member of the Finance committee, said yes- 
terday: 

“‘The city will not surrender its ownership 
of the Bridgeport works, nor its control abso- 
lutely over them; nor will it agree to pay the | 
Drainage Trustees for operating them. I have | 
been always doubtful as to the outcome of) 
this conference. There really is no such | 
emergency a8 would jcompel us to give up| 
control of our pumping nfachinery. 
Independent Action by the City. 


“If we exercise good judgment in dealing | 
with the Appropriation bill we ought.to be) 
able to spare $250,000 to put these pumps in) 
order, increase their capacity, and prepare the 
canal to receive the 80,000 cubic feet per min-| 
ute now deemed necessary. We have in fact) 
directed the Commissioner of Public Works| 
to proceed with the erection of additional! 
pumps. The Canal Commissioners promised | 
to put their channel into order to receive the; 
increased supply. Those negotiatioas - and/ 
conferences have thus far resulted in only de- 
lay. The city is not in a position where it can 
be dictated to by the Drainage Board cer, 
tainly.”’ 
' Mr. Cooley, who speaks for the seven mem} 
bers constituting the Drainage Board major+ 
ity, was met yesterday in Attorney Coodrich’s 
office, where he had been reading over the 
opinion which Mr. Goodrich will submit tp 
the board today. He said: ae. 

‘*T think the city ought to abdicate its con- 
trol of the Bridgeport works and turn . them 
over to our control. The city asks our board 
to give it money to put the pumps in order. 
We can’t lend money in that way. We can’t 
repair or improve the property of another 
municipal corporation, We must own, or pt 
least control, the pumps andthe canal if we 
are to spend our money in improving the 
same. I think that is good law. If the city 
abdicates control—I won’t say ownership—of 
the pumps we will be readyto spend our 
money for the retief of the city and , the im- 
provement of our sanitary condition.” 

*But you are quoted as saying that you 
would not begin work on the Bridgeport 

umps before you have let contracts for the 
ower part of the main drainage channel.’’| 

‘“*T have been misreported. I don’t see that 
there is any objection to our improving the 
canal and the construction of additional 
pumps pending the letting of the contract) to 
which you allude. But to satisfy the Joliet 
people that we are acting in good faith I 
think the new pumps should not be used until 
we have let some contracts for the main 
drainage channel or part of it. The peas of 
Joliet are much excited over this matter.

And right here another difficulty arises in 
reference to surrendering the control of} the 
pumping works to the Drainage Board, It 
would take a week or ten days at the least to 
negotiate for the surrender of the works. It 
would take twice as long to submit plans and 
specifications. And then under the Drainage 
law the trustees would have to advertise for six- 
ty days for bids to do the work. The Drainage 
law is clear on this point. It stipulates ‘that 
**all contracts the expense of which shall ex- 
ceed $500 skall be let to the lowest responsible 
bidder upon hot less than sixty days’ public 
notice of the terms and conditions, etc.’? It 
would be June 1 before the contract for the 
new pumps could be let, therefore. It would 
take six months more to complete them. 
They would hardly be in working order this 
year. 

The parties to the conference at the Mayor’s 
office last week neVer took those facts | into 
consideration. The conference, therefure, 
may end in smoke. , 

Mayor Washburne and Cooley. | 

Mayor Washburne expressed his position on 
the Drainage law more fully yesterday after- 
noon than he had done before, and incidéntal- 
ly paid his respects to Drainage Trustee 
Cooley, who charges that the Mayor signed 
the petition for the repeal of the law because 
of a dispute with him ata recent confetence. 
When this statement of Mr. Cooley’s was re- 
ferred to the Mayor said: 

** ] want to have iny position on that mat- 
ter understood. In signing that petition I 
was not actuated by any personal feeling 
against any member of the Drainage Board. 
I signed it several weeks before that meeting 
in my office to which Mr. Cooley referred.

| HIS SANITY WILL BE DETERMINED

_ For the Twenty-fifth Time Elected to the 


BY A REGULAR JURY. 


He Took No Interest in the Proceedings 
and Did Not Open His Eyes When 
Called—Plea of His Counsel That the 
Decree of the First Court Be Respected 
Is Overruled—Samuel Sloan President 
of the Lackawanna for the Twenty-fifth 
Time—Gould Made Concessions. 

New York, Feb. 23.—[Special.]—Will Ed- 

ward M. Field go to prison or to a lunatic 

asylum? That is the problem that Justice 

Van Brunt and a jury began to solve today. 

The son of Cyrus W. Field was today in the 

Court of Oyer and Terminer, a flabby wreck 

of the strong and bright-eyed young financier 

whom business-men used to know as the head 
of the firm of Field, Lindley, Wiechers & Co. 

When Chief Justice Van Brunt of the Su- 

preme Court opened the session of Oyer and 

Terminer this morning there sat behind a for- 

midable array of lawyers a carelessly-dressed 

man who seemed to be perpetually on the point 
of falling asleep. ‘This poor effigy was all that 
was left of Edward M. Field. His eyes were 
puffy and of achalky pallor. His cheeks were 
flabby and white: Their flesh was jelly-like. 

The man’s hair and beard were tousled and 

scraggy. His overcoat collar was turned up 

and his head was drawn down beside it as deep 
as possible. 

During the session of the court Field’s de- 
meanor did not vary. For all the interest he 
howed the proceedings might have been car- 
ried on in the Choctaw dialect. When Ed- 
ward M, Field was called to the bar to make 


his defense he did not even open 
his eyes. Lawyer, Congressman, and 
Sachem Bourke Cockran arose 8 and 
in a voice. like the roar of many 


waters begge1 the court to consider the ver- 
dict of the Westchester jury that Field is in- 
sane and incapable of defending himself in 
any court. Mr. Cockran suggested that the: 
court have a commission—one lawyer, one 
doctor, and one layman—examine Field and 
report whether or not he is fit to stand trial; 
whether or not his mind is capable of direct- 
ing his friends. 

District Attorney Nicoll urged that the 
question of Field’s sanity be tried in open 
court by Judge Van Brunt anda jury. Then 
the Judge said: 

This question is one that rests entirely with the 
conscience of the court. I believe that the evi- 
dence as to this man’s present mental condition 
should be submitted to a jury. The finding of 
this jury is not binding upon the court in deter- 
mining whether or not the defendant is compe- 
tent to be brought totrial, but this finding will 
help to guide the court in coming to a con- 

10n. 

The jury was then selected and the case con- 
tinued until tomorrow.

KILLED HIMSELF BEFORE HIS CAPTORS. 
John Kiser, After Trying to Murder His 
Wife, Shoots Himeelf. 

Lovutsvituze, Ky., Feb. 23.— [Special.| — 
Drink and insane jealousy were the cause of a 
most fearful tragedy at New Albany, Ind., 
this morning. 

John P, Kiser, a confectioner, who had 
hitherto borne an untarnished reputation, se- 
riously and possibly fatally wounded his wife 
by shooting her, and in three hours afterward, 
in a barn on a farm where he had passed his 
boyhood days, he shot himself through the 
heart, dying instantly. . 

Last Sunday the husband drove her away. 

She took refuge with her father, William 
Weissenger, and this morning went to her 
husband’s home to secure her clotbing. He 
met her with blasphemy, and when she in- 
sisted on taking her small personal belongings 
The 
first shot went wild and the second struck the 
helpless woman on the right cheek, the ball 
lodging in such a position that the surgeons 
called in could not find it. 

When Kiser saw his wife fall bleeding to the 
floor he appeared to realize the great crime 
he had committed, and, thrusting the still 
smoking pistol in his pocket, he rushed out a 
rear door and disappeared in the woods north- 
east of the city along the banks of Silver 
Creek pursued bya score or more of men 
who had been attracted to the scene by the re- 
port of the pistol. . 

Officers were notified at the Central Station 
of the attempted murder and left at once in 
pursuit of the would-be uxoricide. 

Kiser fled over the hills which line the 
creek, and finaily reached his old homestead, 
which is at Graysville, two miles east of New 
Albany. 

When the crowd of pursuers reached a point 
within several hundred feet of the place a 
pistol shot rang out on the morning air. 

A brief search revealed the dead body of 
the confectioner lying on the floor of.the barn 
immediately at the rear of the house. A re- 
volver, the smoke still issuing from'the bar- 
rel, was lymg at the dead man’s side, and a 
little rivulet of blood flowing from a hole in 
the breast showed the cause of death. The 
fugitive, finding that capture was inevitable, 
had deliberately fired into his heart the bullet 
which ended all earthly prosecution. 


IMPORTING LABORERS UNDER CONTRACT. 


Russian Poles Stopped at Baltimore 
and the Leader Confesses. 

Bartmmore, Md., Feb. 23.—[Special. j—In- 
vestigation shows that coke and iron com- 
panies of Pennsylvania have been importing 
foreign labor through this port. Ten Russian 
Poles arriveihere yesterday on the North Ger- 
man Lloyd steamship Weimar. They were ac- 
companied by Paul Krantz, an American citi- 
zen, who has admitted that he engaged the men 
on the other side to work for the Connelisville 
Coke and Iron company of Connellsville, Pa., 
that the Superintendent of the company had 
advanced him the money to pay passage, and 
that he was to receive $2 a head for every man 
he brought over. He said the business paid 
well, only he had considerable trouble getting 
the men through on this side. The men said 
they had been promised from $2 to $2.50 per 
day by the company. Each man was provided 
with tickets straight through to Connellsville, 
the cost of which was 110 marks, the amount 
to be deducted from their wages. They will 
be sent back to Russian Poland. 


Death of Matthew Wilson. 

New York, Feb. 23.—[ Special. |— Matthew 
Wilson, the celebrated portrait painter, died 
of apoplexy this evenmg at the Brooklyn 
Chess club. He was 77 years old and had 
been a noted portrait painter. He was born 
in, England and was the nephew of the 
late Lord Mayor of London, Samuel Wilson. 
He came to America when young and 
soon distinguished himself as a portrait 
painter. Among sowe of the celebrated men 
who sat to him for portraits that are now bis- 
torical works were President William Henry 
Harrison, Abraham Lincoln, Albert Gal- 
latin, Attorney-General Brewster, and Gen. 
Fairbanks of Vermont. "The portrait of Mr. 
Lincoln was finished jysttwo weeks before 
the President’s death. Mr. Wilson also exe- 
cuted a full length portrait of Martha Wasb- 
ington ordered for the White House. He 
leaves a widow and six children—four sons 
and two daughters.

Attorney-General O'Connor Declares That 
Treasurers Owe That Amount, 

Mapison, Wis., Feb. 23.—[Special.]—Judge 
A. N. Newman of La Crosse, the Hon. Joshua 
Stark of Milwaukee, ex-Treasurer H. B. Har- 
shaw of Oshkosh, and Attorney-General 
O’Connor met tuday for the purpose of mak- 
ing the findings and entering judginents ip the 
Treasury cases. They were filed in the Dane 
County Circuit Court this afternoon. The 
judgment covers only the term in Harshaw’s 
and McFetridge’s period. The judgment 
against Harshaw .amounts, to $67,308.44, 
covering a period from January, 
1889, . to January, 1891. Imterest due 
the State from McFetridge, covering his term 
from 1885 to 1887, amounts to $60,123.97. 
Judge Newman also held that the ex-Treasur-

neighborhood of $1,600. Attorney-General

PRIMARIES UNDER THE NEW LAW. 


Attorney-General Hunt Still of the Opinion 
They Should Be So Held, 

Sprinerietp, IIL, Feb, 28.—[Special:j— 
Speaking of the action of the State Central 
committees of the two parties in declaring 
that the Australian Ballot law applies to town 
meetings, Attorney-General Hunt said today 
that he had not changed his views in regard 
the matter. He further said: : 

It has been my contention all along that the 
nominations and the printing of the tickets at 
towh meetings should be done under the pro- 
visions of the Australian Ballot law. My position 
was that the law did not apply to the conducting 
of the town meeting; that the manner of con- 
ducting the town meeting was provided for by 
the Township Organization law, which still re- 
mains in full force, and which does not provide 
the nachinery seemingly required for an election 
under the Australian Ballot law. { have held, 
however, that a town meeting would prohably be 
valid conducted in either way; in other 
words, that the validity of the result would not 
depend on the manner in which the meeting was 
conducted. I regard it all important that conten- 
tion should be avoided, that local authorities 
should agree on the manner in which the meeting 
is tu be conducted, and thet the agreement should 
be understood and acquiesced in. If, therefore, 
the meetings are conducted in accordance with 
‘the recommendations of the two State Central 
committees, which as I understood concur in the 
conclusion that the Australian Ballot law should 
be observed, I do not think the validity of the 
result would be affected thereby. It would at 
most be irregular but not void. 


CHARGES AGAINST MARINE DEPARTMENT 


A Liberal Candidate in Ontario Says He Has 
Documentary Evidence to Prove It. 

Oxia, Ont., Feb. 23.—[Special.]—At the 
noniination meeting here yesterday for a 
candidate for the House of Commons Dr.

Tribute to the Plain Man. 

Joutret, Il,, Feb, 22.—[Editor of The Tribune. ] 
—torace Greeley used to say that the plain men 
were the real forces in American affairs, and a 
superficial glance at the nation’s history will 
amply substantiate the statement. There has, it 
is true, been no lack of men of culture and refine- 
ment—men fitted to adorn courts and shine in the 
mazes of diplomacy—but by consmon consent the 
plain man hasin all times of struggle and diffi- 
culty been drawn from his obscurity, and to his 
plain common sehse and republican simplicity 
and directness we owe net only the heroic but 
nearly allthe wise actions of eur government. 
This plainness is pot a matter of wealth or pov- 
erty, profession or occupation. Such men spring 
fromiall ranks and all conditions. But whatever 
their origin they certainly draw to them the af- 
fections of the other plain men who work with 
their hands, and are spoken of, sometimes con- 
temptuously and sometimes patronizingly, as 
workingmen. Such a man is Gov. Fifer, who 
wears his title of *‘ Private Joe"’ with a grace and 
fitness unknown to the legion of *‘ Generals” and 
* Brigadiers,”’ 

It would be doing Mr. Fifer a gross injustice to 
say that he has favored any particular class or 
been the instrument of class legislation, but he 
has unequivocally shown a desire to expedite all 
legiskation tending to better tbe conditions of the 
itri It should also be remembered 
that this very attitude has encouraged the intro- 
duction of such measures as the Weekiy-Wage 
bill, the Truck-Store bill, the bill regulating the 
weighing of coal for miners, | and many othérs, 
Représentatives' of labor constituencies have 
been fully aware that no motive of policy would 
indude the Governor to veto ajust measure, 

The Trucx-Store bill, for instance, which passed 
the Legislature in 1578 and fell before a Guberna- 
torial veto, was introduced again last session with 
an impligit belief in the rectitude of Gov. Fifer, 
which #is-action entirely justified. 

Thé Governor's public speeches are plain and 
entirely without affectation of eloquence, but 
they are carefully reasoned and leave little o 
portunity for hostile, if honest, criticism. Speak- 
ing at the Farmers’ Institute, Feb. 19, the Gov- 
ernor said: “When standing on the hurricane 
deck of the ship of State, as I have been for the 
last three years, I almost at times ‘ose hope for 
the future of my country, but when I get down 
with the mass of the people, God bless them, they 
are as true to the right as the needle to the pole, 
and [take new hope and courage for the future.” 

It ems to me that this getting down to the 
mass of the people has been the rarest as well as 
the most valuable gift of our greatest men. The 
ways ofthe politician are notoriously devious, 
and his speech glib and plausible, but however 
ably presented it can hardly be that any candi- 
date will present a platform more attractive than 
Gov. Fifer has unconsciously outlined. His rec- 
ord is that of unswerving fidelity to the trust re- 
posed in him, and 1 venture to think that the 
votes and voices of workingmen will not be slow 
in assuring him that the mass of the plain every- 
day working people recognize in him much of that 
right thinking and plain devotion to duty be has 
ascribed to them. While the State no doubt pos- 
sesses many sons capable of adding luster to its 
highest office it would seem that Gov. Fifer's 
tried abilities entitle him above all others to such 
recOgnition. : ;

FINE ART EXHIBIT EXPECTED, 


Chief Halsey C. Ives Talks of the Results 
of His Trip Abroad. 

Halsey C. Ives, Chief of the Department of 
Fine Arts, has returned to Chicago after a six 
months’ tour through Europe in the interest 
ofan artdisplay at the Exposition. Chief 
Ives visited every art center of importance 
and returns with the belief that the art treas- 
ures of Europe may be seen at Chicago dur- 
ing the Fair. From France, Italy, England, 
Holland, and Germany he has no doubt that 
splendid exhibits will be received. Countries, 
he says, which were poorly represented at 
previous World’s Fairs will have here large 
collections of such works as illustrate their 
highest artistic achievements, while larger 
countries will contribute on a more extensive 
scale than ever before. 

‘The spirit of the artists and their feeling 
towards the Exposifion,’’ said Chief Ives yes- 
terday, ‘‘was almost invariably in the highest 
degree encouraging. Everywhere marked in- 
terest was manifested and cordial codéperation 
secured. 

“I first visited France and M: Antonin 
Proust, formerly French Minister of Fine 
Arts and who is now the head of the French 
Art Commussion for the World’s Fair, was 
greatly interested. He said it was his ambi- 
tion to exhibit at Chicago a finer exhibition of 
French art works than had been shown at the 
Paris, Exposition of 1889. He proposed also to 
have a retrospective exhibit of French art 
formed from the choicest obtainable works. 

‘From Paris I went to the Hague, where 
conferences were had with Mesdag, Israels, 
and other leading artists of Holland. Mesdag 
is President of the Society of Artists of ‘“Hol- 
land and has been appointed World’s Fair 
Commissioner of Fine Arts to represent that 
country. He promised the best display avail- 
able and manifested deep interest. In Bel- 
gi Ernest SHngeneyer, the historical 

al™far, was found to. have been appointed 
ons issioner of Fine Arts for the Exposition. 
He promised coéperation in every sense of the 
word. In the leading cities of Norway and 
Sweden I spent several days in consultation 
with the authorities of museums and schools 
and leading artists and collectors. Danish 
artists were found to be enthusiastic. 

“In Berlin, Germany, which was next 
visited, I found the greatest interest, not only 
among artists, but government officials also. 
I proceeded to Austria and spent several days 
in Vienna with government officiais inter- 
ested in the fine arts. I had several satisfac- 
tory interviews with the Society of Artists of 
Vienna. At Munich I found the most cordial 
feeling, and asan evidence of the interest 
‘taken by Austrians and Hungarians in the 
Exposition it may be said that an internatior- 
ai jubilee exhibition of art, which was to have 
been held in 1893, has been postponed until 
the followmg year so as not to conflict with 
the World’s Fair. . 

*“*T found in the large cities of Russia all the 
interest that could be expected, and I believe 
we shall havea fine display, not only of fine 
arts, but of industries and manufactures gen- 
erally. 

*From Italy there is prospect of a splendid 
art exhibit. In Rome the various art societies 
accorded an interview to Commissioners 
Bryan, Higinbotham, and myself. The meet- 
ing was exceedingly cordial in character and 
brought about excellent results, having the 
effect of bringing our work directly in the 
inner, art circle of the kingdom. At Napies, 
Palermo, and Florence we found a similar 
state of feeling. In the latter city the work is 
already formuiatea. On the whole, I have 
reason to feel abundantly satisfied with the 
general prospects of the Fine Arts Depart- 
meént.”’ 

In speaking of the criticisms made on the 
appointment of art committees in New York 
and Boston, Chief Ives said: 

“There isnoreal trouble. It is all a mis- 
understanding. Ihe art committees appoint- 
ed in New York, Boston, and Philadelphia 
are on an equal plane. Each is advisory and 
can take final action upon nothing. Neither 
has any authority to review the work of an- 
cther. I found the question of selecting ex- 
hibits too large aone for one manto pass 
upon unaided by the judgment of others. To 
bring about fair dealing and a selection of the 
best work of Aimerican artists I have appoint- 
ed the advisory committees to pass upon the 
work of artists in their various States which 
may be presented for exhibition. That is all 
these committees have to do.”’ 


Police Station Plans. 

Chief of Police McClaughry and Ald. Gahan 
appeared before the Committee on Grounds 
and Buildings yesterday in reference to the 
construction of a police station at Sixty-third 
street and Stony Island avenue. Some time 
ago the city purchased a plat of ground at that 
location for a station, and the Exposition com- 
pany agreed to advance the necessary $50,000 
to build. Since the agreement was entered 
into Chief McClaughry and a number of Alder- 
men have decided it would be better that the 
station be constructed at Hyde Park, as the 
latter-named place would be more suitable for 
holding police courts. In case the change 
were made the Chief thought the city would 
be willing to build a less expensive station at 
Sixty-third street and have it used for massing 
the police force. He was of the opinion that 
the city would be willing to expend $15,000 on 
such a building. The committee postponed 
action. 


Arizona Wants to Issue Bonds. 

Wasuineton, D, C., Feb. 23.—Delegate 
Smith of Arizona today reported a bill from 
the House Territories committee to ratify an 
act of the Arizona Legislature authorizing the 
issue of bonds to the extent of $30,000 to en- 
able the Territory to be properly represented 
at the World’s Fair. The report accompany- 
ing the bill says Congressional authority is 
necessary because of the law forbidding Ter- 
ritories to incur an indebtedness exceeding 4 
per cent of the assessed valuation of the prop- 
erty within the Territory. The report says 
Arizona’s assessed valuation is only $30,000,000, 
but that its taxable value is really $80,000,000. 


Space for a Steamship Line. 

After a long discussion yesterday afternoon 
the Committee on Grounds and Buildings re- 
affirmed its previous action in granting a site 
containing 8,000 square feet for an exhibit by 
the White Star steamship line. The agent of 
the steamship company appeared before the 
committee and argued that his firtn regarded 
the committee’s allotment of space in the 
nature of a contract. He would not yield and 
the committee ratitied its first action. If any 
other steamship company wants to makea 
special exhibit, one of the members of the 
committee said, it would have to be made in 
the various buildings. 


For Transporting the Militia. . 

Wasnineton, D. C., Feb. 23.—A proposition 
which, if adopted, will no doubt increase the 
attendance of militia organizations at the 
World’s Fair is put forward ina bill intro- 
duced in the House today by Representative 
Powers of Vermont. It makes it lawful for 
any railroad or tracsportation company in the 
United States to make special rates for the 
transportation of wilitary organizations with 
their equipages to the Fair, notwithstanding 
anything in the Inter-State Commerce law to 
the contrary. 


For Lighting the Grounds. 

Specifications for the .incandescent electric 
lighting of the grounds and buildings at Jack- 
son Park have been completed, and Chief of 
Construction Burnham was authorized at a 
special meeting of the Committee on Grounds 
and Buildings yesterday to advertise for bids 
for furnishing and installing the necessary 
plant. There will be 90,000 incandescent elec- 
tric lights of fourteen candle power each, and 
the estimated cost of the entire outtit ranges 
from $630,000 to $900,000.

THEY FEAR THE RESULT OF THE 
ACTION BROUGHT IN KANSAS. 


_— 


Downfall of All Railway Associations Be- 
lieved to’ Be the Inevitable Result Should 
the Government Win the Suit—How the 
Officials of the Lines Directly Interested 
in the Case View the Situation—United 


ALL ROADS ALARMED. 


States District-Attorney Ady Explains 


the Basis of the Situation. | 

Kansas Crry, Kas., Feb. 23.—[Special.]—A 
legal question that has been raised out here in 
the Kansas corntields is beginning to give 
promise of shaking the whole fabric of rail+ 
way associations in the country, and their ulti; 
mate downfull is the logical sequence if the 
principle that has been asserted here is main; 


‘tained by the courts. When United States At- 


torney J. W. Ady a few days ago filed a bilia 
Tupeka in the Circuit Court of the United 
States for the District of Kansas asking that 
the Trans-Missouri Freight Association be dis+ 
solved and that all the roads which are now 
members of that association be enjoined 
from further agreeing or combining to main; 
tain rules, regulations, and rates—when that 
bill ‘was filed a few days ago the general com; 
ment of the country was that it was only an; 
other example of Kansas opposition to rail; 
road corporations, and that it really meant lit; 
tle or nothing. ! 
Such a view of the matter was helped on by 
the fact that the action was brought under 4 
new Federal law that has seen but little prac+ 
tical use yet, and the. points raised have nevef 
yet been brought to the attention of a court, 
Since the bili was filed railroad attorneys have 
been looking into the matter some. It is, in 
fact, of the most vital importance that they 
do look into the matter, for it strikes at the 
very foundation of the present system of rail+ 
road management and aims to take from the 
corporations éverything they have built up to 
replace the old pool system which the Inter, 
State Coinmerce law took from them. 
** What does it mean to the railroads if this 
principle which Mr. Ady has asserted shall be 
established by ‘the courts? It means chaos, 
sir,” is the way James Smith, Chairman of 
the Trans-Missouri Association, put the matter 
yesterday. 
Is of Vital Importance. 
“Tf Mr. Ady can maintain the stand he has 
taken,” said I. P. Dana, couusel for the 
Kansas City, Fort Scott and Memphis rail- 
road company, “it becomes a matter of the 
most vital importance to the railroad intet- 
ests of the country. It means the dissolution 
of.every traffic association which has been 
formed, and it would prevent the railroad 
companies from further agreeing betweén 
themselves in any manner to maintain rates,”’ 
The action which Mr. Agly has commenced 
is brought under the Sherman act “to protect 
trade and commerce against unlawful fe- 
straints and' monopv*lies.”. This act was 
passed July 2, 1890, and was intended to be/jof 
sweeping service in anti-trust conflicts, but it 
has so far been employed only in a compar- 
atively few cases, 
“There has been a popular impression,”’ 
says Mr. Ady, *“‘that this Sherman law was a 
thing of glittering generalities. I think this 
action which has been instituted under its 
provisions will prove it to be full of most yig- 
orous and vital life. 
**In a word, the ground on which I stand in 
this action is that the Anti-Trust law condemns 
all contracts, agreements, ‘associations,) or 
combinations in restraint of trade or cpm- 
merce, or to monopolize trade or commerce 
between States. ‘the fundamental point in- 
volved in this case is that the Trans-Missburi 
Association .6 a combination between several 
companies, and tat any cornbination between 
parties or corporations engaged in business of 
a public or @ quasi-public nature to suppress 
competition is in’ reStraint of trade and ¢om- 
meree in the meaning of that law. That i$ the 
vital proposition in the whole case; all else is 
incidental. The whole effort is to presenta 
statement of facts that would constitute re- 
straint of trade. That combinations to/sup-

Bsity 
held by 6a majority! of 
the -State courts. Recent cases that have 
been so decided are the Louisianacase agpinst 
the Gould ana Huntington companies; the 
match trust case an Michigan; the combina- 
tion of;the manufacturers of wire cloth in 
New York City. There has been a case under 
this law decided by Judge Key of Mississippi 
against coal companies combining to suppress 
competition. That is the only action hereto- 
fore brought under this law involving in a 
measure these same points that has jbeen 
prosecuted to an end. | 


The Economic Feature. 

“* As to the economic side of this question I 
know nothing, and it in no way concerns me. 
I have nothing to do with the pointiias to 
whether the condition of affairs will be better 
or worse should this action stand and all traffic 
associations as a result be dissolved. I am an 
officer of the government, sworn to maihtain 
the laws. The government has passed the 
Sherman Anti-Trust law.* I fina within my 
district a combination of railroads which I 
beheve to be in violation of that law. It cer- 
tainly is not for me to question whether the 
enforcement of the law will leave matters in a 
worse or better shape than they are now. If 
the people f° not like the law Congress can 
repeal it. y only duty is to see that while it 
is a law it is enforced. 

“The railroad conditions of this copntry 
stand on a ‘basis exactly the opposite of that 
in the Old World. ‘Here we have worked on 
the idea that low rates must come as the result 
of competition. There chey have held tp the 
principle that rates shall be made at the @icta- 
tion of the government and competition Was a 
thing to be avoided, Acting on that line, the 
right to build parallel and competitive roads 
has been absolutely denied. Here, on the 
other hund, we have used every possible means 
to stimulate the construction of co:npetitive 
roads. The State of Kansas particularly has 
given vast sums that competitive roads might 
be built. Tracts of land of enormous Walue 
have been donated and bonds to (great 
amounts have been voted. Now } that 
the roads have got these aids | they 
iminediately turn around and | say, 
‘We will keep your grants, but you must not 
have competition. Competition is not |good 
for you.’ (|The college professors and the 
Inter-State Commerce Commission are with 
the railroads, and tell us that unrestrained 
competition is bad for us. Perhaps it ig, but 
we have been allowed to pay a dear price for 
unrestrained coimpetition before it wap dis- 
covered that it was an evil. But, as I |have 
said, l have nothing to do with the economic 
phase of this matter. I have only to sed that 
the laws which have been passed are en- 
torced. : 

No Desire to Punish Individuals, 


*“[T have gone into this thing in the most 
temperate manner. I have thought it better 
to bring @ civil suit rather than a criminal 
suit, for we do nut seek to punish individuals. 
I might, too, have asked for a temporary in- 
junction, but | have believed it better to zo at 
the thing calmly and rob the action of every. 
thing that could in any way be construed as 
buncombe, demagogy, or savoring of polit- 
ical motive.”’ 

In spite of that the movement is declared to 
be for political capital, and it is in that way 
that the! railroad officers choose to answer it. 

“The whole thing is nothing but a bid for 
the vote of the People’s party,” said a prom- 
inent Kansas City railway man, who is & de- 
fendant in the suit. ‘* The thing has been sent 
out here from, Washington. Vo you suppose 
some Kansas country lawyer would be likely 
to discover a new principle or application of 
law that nojone else had ever thought of be- 
fore?’”’ 3 

The charge that Mr. Ady did not himself 
discover the point is hardly an answer to 
the bill, but upon that phase of the question 
Mr. Ady’s remarks are definite and positive. 

“This view of the law and its application,” 
Mr. Ady says, ‘*“*I thought out while going 
over the sifuation with dissatisfied shippers, 
who had come to me for a remedy for the 
abuses they were laboring under. ‘The Sher- 
man. bill provides that action can only be 
brought under it with the concurrence of the 
Attorney-General, That being the case, my 
proposition was in the regular order of thugs 
submitted to the Attorney-General at Wash- 
ington and was approved. This talk about 
the strings being puiled from Washington to 
set this thing in motion is all nonsense.” 

** What we are going to do about the defense 
I do not know,” said Chairman Smith of the 
Trans-Misspuri Association. ‘* We talked the 
matter over at the recent meeting in Chica- 
go, and the opinion was that it would be! bet- 
ter to have|the association and all the other 
defendants represented by one attorney than 
to have an attorney for each road 'con- 
duct the case. We haven’t got further than 
that, however, and I don’t know who 
condyet the defenze. I cannot see what good 
can possibly be accomplished from thig 


any

tion. This association is in no sense a pool. 
It is not in any way calculated to oppress sh 
pers. Rates cannbt be advanced if | 
member ofthe association objects, | 
member wishes to'pu reduced rate he 
can do so after ten days’ notice whether the 
others agree to it or not, How can you call 
such an association a combination in restraint 
of trade?, If the associations are abolished we 
shall have chaos. It is uniform and steady 
rates that the people want. That is one of the 
chief benefits that was expected from the In- 
ter-State Commerce law. The associations 
are for that purpose, and it will not do to dis- 
solve them.’ 

** We shall have to make some answer on the 
first Monday in March,” said the Kansas 
City, Fort Scott, and Memphis counsel, I, P. 
Dana. “ We can either demur, admitting the 
facts as set forth, but taking the position that 
they do not establish any case, or we can deny 
the allegations and stand a trial on that. I do 
not yet know what will be done. An at- 
torney will probably be appointed to take 
charge of the tests of all the defendants. 
I have not yet gone into the case deeply. If 
this principle can -be maintained it means the 
dissolution of every railroad association in the 
country. In my personal opinion the remedy 
for the present troubles is in pooling. The 
success of this aetion would perhaps be a long 
step toward ‘legalized pooling, for the rail- 
roads cannot be jeft without any method of 
maintaining rates.’’ 


THEY COULD NOT RUN THE CARS. 


Officials of the Indianapolis Street Railway 
Company Prevented from Making a Trip. 
InpDIANAPOIIs, Ind., Feb. 23.—(Special. ]— 

Another day has passed without a street-car 
being moved in Indianapolis. At 7 o’clock 
this morning an attempt was made to move a 
mule-car from the Louisiana street stables. 
Mr. Frenzel called up the police station by tel- 
ephone to ask for police protection at the 
barn. The request was answered by Capt. 
Dawson. President Frenzel said that prepa- 
rations were making to move a car at the 
Louisiana street stables agd’ that a crowd of 
strikers was present: and threatening to give 
the employés of the company trouble. He 
asked that a detail of police be sent down to 
disperse the crowd and protect the men who 
proposed to run the cars. 

‘*Will you waitiuhsil I call up Supt. Col- 
bert?” said Dawson. Five minutes later Daw- 
son called up President Frenzel and said: ‘‘I 
have talked to Supt. Colbert for instructions, 
and under his direction I must reply to 
you that I have nothmg to say.” ‘“ Then 
you will not send the officers to disperse the 
crowd?’ asked President Frenzel. Again 
Dawson answered: *‘ I have nothing to say,”’ 
and rang off. i | 

Unable to get police protection Assistant 
Supt. Lewis and the road officers hitched the 
mules to a car and attempted to start outwith 
it. They got outside the barn when the 
strikers nade a rush for the mules and car. 
The mules were unhitched and the car was 
pushed back into the barn. The uselessness 
of again trying té move acar until thestrikers 
were withheld or dispersed was seen and no 
other attempt was made. After this move- 
ment President Frenzel decided to address a 
third communication to the Mayor, relating 
his conversation with Dawson, the refusal of 
the Superintendent to send olficers to disperse 
the crowd, and the inability of the company 
to neve cars so long as the city allowed the 
law to remain inactive. 

The Mayor, however, still says that there 
will be no police interference so long as there 
is no violence; that itis not the duty of the 
police to assist ‘the company in moving its 
cars, and they cannot be used for that pur- 
pose. The company has prepared injunction 
papers against the strikers and will appeal to 
the courts. The'Sheriff will have no alterna- 
tive but to enforce whatever orders he may 
receive from court, and, in anticipation of the 
injunction bemg granted, is preparfhg to 
swear in a large number of deputies for duty. 

Tonight a mass-meeting was held, attended 
by a great crawd, py Sto were made 
urging the strikers to remain firm. §A tele- 
grain from the Detroit street-car employés 
was réceived expressing sympathy and offer- 
ing assistance in’ case of need. It was resolved 


to turn over all money donated to the strikers: 


to the President of the street-car employés, 
who is to report receipts to each meeting of 
the committee. The Presidents of the various 
labor organizations will call meetings to take 
action in regard:.to the strike. Nearly 1,000 
blank petitions have been distributed calling 
for the removal of President Frenzel, and 
those circulating them report no refusals to 
sign.

Attention. then, is hereby drawn to the signs of 
disintegration _ apathy in the present Parlia- 
ment and the absolute necessity that exists that 
the present coeicive government dves not take 
‘snap judgment” upon the Irish race and the 
friends of home rule. 

The advice is that money should be collected at 
once in all parts of the country and let those who 
so desire send fyeir money so collected to the 
party led by Mr. McCarthy; and those who desire 
to send their money to their party led by Mr. Red- 
mond should afse forward it to the proper quar- 
ter with the provision that the moneys so for- 
warded shall not.be used oF one against the 
other. The issug of home rule must be fought 
outinthe coming Parliament. We have been 
idle, apathetic, indifferent, and prejudiced long 
enough. There is no excuse now given for ahy 
man who believes in home rule to withhold his 
hand. The matters which separate the members 
of Parliament in’Ireland with each other cannot 
and should not be considered at the present time. 
Every right-mingded man who believes in: the 
triumph of this principle will come to the aid of 
all the members of the party now. 

The people do ‘not seem to understand that no 
man can be retvognized as a candidate fur the 
House of Commpbns nor entitled to a vote at the

WHY THE CONDENSERS FAILED. 


Experts Attribute the Break-Down on the 
Baltimore to Galvanic Action. 

Wasuixeror, D. C., Feb. 23.—[Special. ]— 
Official investigation as to the causes of the 
recent break-down of the cruiser Baltimore’s 
condensing apparatus has ended, and experts 
attribute the accident to galvanic action with- 
in the condenser. This condensing apparatus 
was an English machine adupted experimen- 
tally on the Baltimore only. Inthe American 
condensers the cold water runs through the 
small ecéndensing pipes and the space sur- 
rounding them within the box is filled with 
steam, while in the Baltimore’s condensers 
the steam coursed through the pipes and the 
cold water rushed into the space surround- 
them. While the Baltimore was 

in Chilean waters it was noticed 
that the condensing apparatus leaked, 
but little was thought of it until a thorough 
examination after reaching Mare Island Navy- 
Yard showed that the apparatus was utterly 
ruined. Pieces of the pipes were forwarded 


| tothe Navy Department. They are riddled 


with holes of various dimensions, seamed with 
scars and fiss bent, cracked, and broken 
intwo. The ry of the experts is that the 
impact of the wa*er against the outer surfaces 
of the pipes gradually wore away the soft 
‘outer tim and lead coating at cer- 
‘tain points, exposing the copper com- 
position metal and setting up a 
strong _galvanic current between the 


_ pipes. The theory as to the abrasions having 


n originally started by the action of the in- 
rushing water is strengthened by the consider-

, was mixed with mud and grit. These solid 
Substances would naturally tend to produce

SILVER QUESTION IN STATU QUO, 


Its Friends Remain Hopefual. 

Wasuineton, D.C., Feb. 23.—The silver 
question appears to be in statu quo, pending 
the return of Speaker Crisp and the Chicago 
excursionists. So far as can be learned, Mr. 
Holman of Indiana, the caucus Chairman, has 
not yet determined upon the date on which the 
caucus requested by Mr. Harter and his asso- 
ciates shall be held. It is not believed that 
this caucus will mark any considerable ad- 
vance towards a definite agreement.

DRAWBACK ALLOWED ON TIN CANS, 


The Sum of $1,711,061 Granted on Manu- 
factures from Imported Tinplate. 
Wasurneton, D. C., Feb, 23.—A statement 
was laid before the House today from the 
Commissioner of Customs showing that 
$1,711,061 drawback was allowed by the gov- 
ernment on tin cans, etc., manufactured from 
imported tinplate and exported from Oct. 1, 
1, 1890, to Dec, 31, 1891. Another statement 
from the Commissioner shows that the amount 
of drawback allowed on imported salt used. in 
curing meats exported from Oct. 1, 1890, to 
Dec. 31, 1891, aggregated $92,201.

Loyalty Not a Prerequisite. 

The House Judiciary committee today au- 
thorized Mr. Oates of Alabama to report fa- 
vorably his bill to repeal the provision of the 
revised statutes making loyalty during the 
late war a prerequisite to securing a pension 
on the part of persons otherwise entitled to 
pensions. No back pay, however, is to be re- 
ceived by persons affected by this act.

SMOKE DOES CONSIDERABLE DAMAGE. 


An Early Morning Fire in the Corwith Es. 
tate Building on Market Street. 

At 5 o’clock yesterday mornmg a mercurial. 
fire alarm was sent into the office of fire pa- 
trol No. 1 from Nos. 122 and 124 Market street, 
and a few moments later the watchman dis- 
covered fire in the basement and sent in a reg- 
ular alarm. -: 

The building is a six-story brick structure 
owned by the Corwith estate. Its occupants 
are L. C. Wachsinuth & Co., woolens and cloth- 
ing, basement and first floor, fourth, fifth, and 
sixth floors; C. D. Osborn & Co., gloves, man- 
ufaeturing and wholesale, second floor; and 
E. P. Jacquith, rubbers, third floor. Wachs- 
muth & Co. carried a stock of fine woolens and 
suitings valued at $300.000, of which the great- 
er portion was stored in the upper part of the 
building. Upon the first floor was a quantity 
of fine piece goods worth $50,000 or $60,000. 

The fire Originated in the woodwork behind 
the boilers in.the front basement, and before 
it was discovered it had spread among pack- 
ing-cases and ship:nent goods in the siupping- 
room, and the flames were making rapid prog- 
ress toward the elevator shafts and stairways 
leading to the first floor. A few lines of pipe 
sufficea to control the fire, and the damage 
from that cause was comparatively small. 
The water damage to contents of the base- 
ment, first and second floors was considerable, 
Osborn & Co. lost heavily by reason of the 
peculiar character of their stock. ‘The prin- 
cipal damage was by smoke, which rolled up 
from the basement in tremendous volumes 
and filled the whole building, 

L. C, Wachsmuth & Co. place their losses 
at $30,000, but the salvage Will greatly lessen 
it. They carried $250,000 insurance in sev- 
enty-two companies. Osborn & Co, carried 
$30,000 worth of leather goods, ki suedes, 
and skins, raw and manufactured. ir in- 
surance was‘ $30,000, while their loss will not 
exceed $5,000, E. P. Jacquith lost nothing at 
all. The building was damaged to the extent 


of $3,000. 

The losing firms will be but little embar- 
rassed by the fire, and they declare that they 
will go mght ahead with orders as if nothing 
had happened.

In the local money market the same general re- 
lations of supply to demand which marked last 
week continue to exist. There is still an abun- 
dance of money to be had on easy terms. At the 
same time there is promise of a rapidly-increas- 
ing demand. The demand at banks for first- 
class commercial paper continues to be a feature 
of the situation. The scheme proposed by Siegel, 
Cooper & Co, for establishing a savings bank as 
an integral part of a great department store does 
not meet with the approval of local bankers. This 
firm pr es on its removal to the Leiter Build- 
ing the establishment of the Stamp Savings Bank. 
It is to be controlled and managed as one depart- 
ment of the store, and will be opened for deposits 
fromthe public of sums of $1 and over. The 
system known as the stamp system will be used. 
On deposits 44 per cent interest will be paid. The 
scheme in itself is simple, as no charter is re- 
quired and the bank will be subject to no govern- 
ment inspéction. interest attaches, however, to 
the field which this enterprise may open. Ifa 
savings bank can be operated with success by one 
department store a hundred others will be found 
ready to take hold of the idea. ‘The same trouble 
which arose in regard to butiding associations 
threatens the success of these promiscuous sav- 
ings banks. When the building and loan idea 
became popular in Chicago business houses 
of all classes and conditions organized societies. 
ln at least a respectable minority of cases these 
societies fell short of the maximum of success, 
because their managers were not qualified for the 
positions assigned them. Prominent bankers de- 
precate the loss in dignity which should attach 
itseiz to a bank by making it an adjunct toa de- 
partment store. They also intimate that the 
system if carried out to any great extent among 
similar houses may prove dangerous. The 
proprietors of the bank will find it con- 
venient to secure a supply of 4 to 4% 
percent money. This would of course be turned 
into other mercantile channels connected with 
the business of the firm. in case a run should be 
made on the bank there might be some ditticulty 
_ promptly borrowing funds to meet the call for 

sits. Onthe other hand any business diffi- 
el ties which might be met with in the mercantile 
meme tas of the business would be reflected in the 
banking department. There are certainly some 
grounds for viewing the scheme for associating 
tinancial and mercantile lines of business with a 
critical eye. 

The sterling market is weakening. The posted 
rates remain practically unchanged, but liberal 
concessions are being made on actual transac- 
tions. Bankers show little disposition to pur- 
chase at current rates andi the tendency is to 
lower tizures. The accumulation of commercial 
bilis from the South and West over the double 
hvliday and the fact that the arbitrage houses, 
recently buyers on this market, are now selling 
are given as supplementary reasons for the easier 
sterling situation.
